An extraordinary narrative of lawless 


ness and terror in the South appears in 
a late issue of the New York Herald- 
That papei comments AS follows: 


A gang of ruffians, apparently organ- 


ized four years ago, have practical con- 
trol of a portion of th» very county in 
which Georgia's capital is situated, and 
for a long time have been avenging 
fancied private wrongs by committing 
various deeds of arson and bloodshed. 
It is hinted by sdnio of the inhabitants 
that certain members of the gang are 
younger sons of good families, and ns 
no robberies have been committed it 
appears that to «njoy the delights of 
ruffianism ia the only object which the 
villains have in view.

A 
physician befriended a negro in a trial 
involving small amount of money, con- 
sequently his sawmill and cotton gin 
were burned, he and his friends were 
fired upon and their lives further threat- 
ened. Others declare ,the trouble to 
have fonnd its origin in'a fight between 
."moonshiners" and revenue officers. 
The odd part of the story is the belief, 
expressed by most of the natives, that 
the ruffians, whoever they may be, live 
in u swamp heretofore supposed to be 
uninhabitable. 
As detectives have 


been sent to the scene of the disturb- 
ance it is possible that something more 
satisfactory than suspicious may soon 
be reported, and that the marauders, 
instead of hiding in swamps, will be 
discovered in comfortable homes from 
which they have sneaked to do their 
mischief.
